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Department of Natural Resources Announces 
Hazardous Waste Treatment Strategy

Diane Carlson, Department of 
Natural Resources Chemical 
Engineer for Hazardous Waste 
Management, told Northeast 
Michigan Council of govern- 
ment officials about the state's 
strategy for hazardous waste 
treatment recently. 

in her own words she said, 
“Michigan has Jong been recog- 
nized as an industrial leader and 
the home of numerous chemical 
companies. While these indus- 
tries provide jobs, goods and 
services and a better way of life, 
they also creat A PROBLEM. 
Industry also produces unus- 
able waste material.” 


“Some of this waste has been . 


identified in recent years as 
toxic or potentially hazardous 
and requires special handling 
and treatment for safe disposal. 

“Michigan currently has little 
capaditity for disposing of some 
waste materials and no capa- 
bility for disposing of many of 
them. Several means can be 
used to help eliminate the 
wastes. Some ways of cutting 
down on wastes are to: Restrict 
the generation of potentially 
hazardous wastes. This can be 
done by limiting new industries 
and restricting process expan- 
sion. We can encourage re- 
source recovery, waste reduc- 


lion al the source, 


fying waste at the source.” 

“We can also increase our 
capability to handle and treat 
hazardous wastes. Encourage 
a waste exchange where one 
industry's waste becomes a- 
nother industry’s raw material. 
Modify process equipment such 
as cement kilns and boilers to 
safety treat wastes. Encourage 
and assist the private sector in 
construction of nev: disposal 
facilities. Construct a State- 
owned treatment facility. Direct 
some of our industrial waste to 
out-of-State treatment and dis-

“First of all we encourage 
reduction in the amount of 
potentially hazardous waste 
generated and improvement of 
hazardous waste treatment ca- 
pabilities by all possible means. 
We recognize that application of 
many of the above alternatives 
will solve only part of our waste 
problem.” 

In order to provide some 
assurances for Michigan and for 
industry that adequate hazard- 
ous waste treatment will be 
available in the next five to ten 
years, the Dept. of Natural 
Resources has initiated plan- 
ning and pre-design studies for 
a state-of-the-art hazardous 
waste treatment facility.” 

“A number of other states are 
also proposing to build hazard- 
ous waste facilities. However, 
to date, most ot these facilities 
are landfifls, not treatment 
plants. Michigan's proposal to 
Sulld a treatment ana disposai 
facility includes: a laboratory, 
storage and transfer facilities, 
incineration, landfilling, waste- 
water treatment, and resource 
and energy recovery. Construc- 
tion and operation of a treat- 
ment and disposal facility would 
result in reduced volume of 
hazardousmateriatswhichwould 
lessen the impact oh our 
landfills, would provide jobs 
since operation of the treatment 
imilar to operation of 
an ndustry, and would likely 
add to the tax base of the local 
unit(s) of government.” 

“Under the Resource Conser- 
vation and Recovery Act, the 
Environmental Protection A- 
gency encourages waste reduc- 
tion, recycle, resource recovery, 
and further encourages treai- 
ment and incineration in pref- 
erence to landfilling.

Wetlands adjacent to a 
lake or stream is one source 


rf clean water to the body of : 


water. For the good of the 
lake it is important to leave 
such wetlands in their natur- 
al condition. If the wetland is 
privately owned, then the 
problem arises about not 
allowing the private fand 
owner to develop the land, 
thus depriving the owners of 
their constitutional right to 
use their property. There- 
fore, it is my opinion that 
wetlands should be in public 
ownership to protect the 
public’s interest in keeping 
their lake and stream water 
clean. 

Now you can do it. Private 
lands can be nominated to 
be purchased through the 
Michigan Land Trust Fund. 
There will be the cry that the 
State already owns too much 
land in Crawford and Ros- 
common counties. That well 
may be, however, |! still 
believe wetlands are better 
for the public ownership. 

Better land exchanges with 
the State based on a good 
fand-use-plan might be a 
better way to go, but the 
mechanics for such is not 
weil defined. Anyway, be- 
ginning January 22nd, the 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources will have made 
available, forms for 
public to nominate lands for 
public purchase and

Trust Fund. The fund’s board 
is seeking public input on 
proposed land acquisition 
and the board wilt, 
recommend purchase of the 
recreational lands with funds 
raised by the sale of oil, gas 
and mineral leases and ro- 
yalties on gas and oil wells 
located on state-owned land. 

Under the Kammer Rec- 
reational Land Trust Act of 
1976, a third of each year’s 
revenue plus the interest and 
earnings from the trust fund 
itself, is available for land 
acquisition. The balance re- 
mains in the fund to be 
carried forward from year to 
year. Available funds from 
operations this fiscal year 
are expected to be $2.5 
million. 

After evaluating all pro- 
Pposals submitted by the 
public, the board will deter- 
mine its priority list of lands 
for acquisition. That list will 
then be submitted to the 
legislature in January, 1980.

This ts in reply to your 
request of Februay 5, 1979 on 
behalf of a concerned group of 


Top O’Michigan members that’ 


management set aside Its attor- 
ney in exchange for the union's 
offer to set aside its interna- 
tional representative so that 
management and a committee 
from the strikers can negotiate a 
contract without any . outside 
influence. !t is unclear whether 
the groun making the request 
considers the presence of the 
union’s professional business 
manager an outside intivence or 
whether he would be a member 
of the striker's committee. 

This request Is apparently 
related to the charges presented 
recently that the cooperative 
had “failed to reasonable nego- 
tiate” and that this matter 
ceased to be a “local” issue 
when the cooperative hired an 
outside attorney. Perhaps we 
should set the record straight. 

The matter ceased to be a 
local age 
when the union informed the 
cooperative that 5 of its office 
employees had signed union 
membership cards; subse- 
quently, Loca! 876 of the IBEW 
was certified by the National 
Labor Relations Board as the 
official agent representing the 
office employees in their rela- 
tions with management. These 
events precluded further direct 
discussions between the coop- 
erative and its employees with- 
out outside intervention. To 
agree to meet with a committee 
of employees now, without the 
Presence of their certified bar- 
gaining agent, would be both 
iNegal and unethical. 

It might be helpful to explain 
that, before the employees 
walked out last October 19, the 
cooperative was represented at 
the bargaining table by a 
3-member committee from the 
Board and inanagemeni while 
the employees were represented 
by the professional business 
manager, his assistant and a 
group of, the employees 
themselves. The Board realized 
that a committee made up of 3 
members who are laymen in 
labor matters would be at a 
disadvantage without 
signal help, at the bargaining 
lable: However, the Board felt 
that this risk was worth taking 
in hope that better future 
relations couid be maintained if 


: a professional negotiator were 


not at the bargaining tabic. 

The last flicker of that hope 
went out October 19, when the 
employees walked away from 
their jobs. At that time, the 
cooperative’s committee  sin- 
cerely fell that the collective 
bargaining process was far from 
exhausted and expressed a 
desire to continue negotiations. 
Several open issues, for which 
we believed answers could be 
found through continued nego- 
tiations, stil! remained on the 
table. The union even refused {o 
discuss the subject of wages 
and other monetary matters, 
indicating that these could be 
taken care of in March, 1979 
when the contract for the 
cooperative’s line workers is 
scheduled to expire, putting the 
cooperative in an extremely 
vulnerable position. 

it is important to note that it 
was the union that refused to 
Negotiate. The union chose 
instead to call a strike and 
initiated an all-out campaign in 
the media and through public 
meetings. obviously hoping to 
confuse the issue and bring 
Public pressure on the coopera- 
tive to capitulate to the union's 
terms. it also ordered about 50 
line workers during the term of 
the contract. which remains in 
effect until March, 1979, to 
breach the contract by refusing 
to cross picket lines. Obviously. 
the union felt it had manage- 
ment flat on its back and this 
would be an opportune time for 
a union takeover of the escopers 
tive. 

Shortly after the strike began, 
the Board met and unanimously 
agreed that it should take 
advantage Of all.of the resources 
at its disposal if the best 
interests of the cooperative’s 
members were to be adequately 
protected. The firm of Jacobs & 
Ward of Kalamazoo was select- 
ed to represent the cooperative: 
this firm was selected because 
it has both the professional 
expertise and the high ethical 
standards the Board believes 
the situation demands. Judging 
from the recent public attacks 
and other attemnts to discredit 
the firm. it appears that perhaps 
the union now feels it has met 
its match and will now only be 
able to take over the cooperative 
if it can circumvent the coopera- 
tive’s negotiating committee. 

't Is important to remember 
that at no time were any of the 
employees involved locked out 
by the cooperative, but chose 
instead to walk away from their 
jobs. unfortunately, some of 
them with many years vested in 
a@ good retirement and benefit 
program. Necessarily, manage- 
ment also faced the responsi- 
bility to continue to provide 24 
hour electric service to cooper- 
ative: members. There was iittle 
choice but to notify the striking 
office workers that if they 
continued to refuse to return to 


profes- 


work the cooperative would, 
begin to hire economic replace- 
ments for thelr jobs. Since then 
most of these jobs have been 
filled on a permanent full-time 
basis by new employees screen- 
ed from about 150 applications 
who had talent to ofter and a 
desire to wark. lronically, these 
strikers who So easily refused to 
negotiate and teft thelr Jobs, 
now appeal to the membership 
and to the general public to help 
them get their jobs back at the 
sacrifice of those who have 
worked dillgenily, under ex- 
tremely adverse conditions, to 
maintain service to the mem- 
bers. 

[| must emphasize that 
through the entire strike the 
cooperative would have wel- 
comed any employee, either 
directly involved or honoring the - 
picket line, to return to work. 
Even at the time of this writing 
jobs of all at the line workers 
and also of the office amninyees 
who have not been replaced are 
still open and we would be most 
work. 

It might also be well here to 
apprise you of another related 
matter with which your office 
might conceivably get involved. 
In the Petoskey News Review of 
February 1, 1979 the union’s 
business manager was quoted 
as saying that the union nego- 
tiating committee would be in 
Gaylord on February 9 to hold 
“around-the-clock-7-days a- 


This came as a surprised 10 us 
as theretofore neither side had 
attempted to unilaterally sche- 
dule negotiating sessions with- 
out giving the other side the 
courtesy of scheduling a mu- 
tually agreeable date. It was 
especially confusing to us as in 
mid-January a session on the 
line workers contracts had been 
scheduled for February 12, after 
an exchange of available dates 
in which the business manager 
had indicated he could not be 
available for the remainder of 
danuary and the cooperative had 
indicated that February 9 was a 
date on which all of its 
committee could not be present. 
Duting January there was 
also a contract between the 
union and the workers coopera- 
tive regarding further negotia- 
tions on the office workers 
contTas Tne union was in- 
formed that the cooperative was 
ready to negotiate and it was 
left that the union representa- 
tive would contact the coooera- 
live’s attorney for a mutually 
agreeable date. This contact 
never came, but on February 5 
our attorney received a letter 
from the union informing him of 
the Gaylord meeting which had 
been. announced to the press. 
This move’ was obviously 
contrived to cast the coopera- 
tive in a sole of appearing

unwiiling to negotiate. As the 
union knew praviously, it is 
Impossible to have the coopera- 
tive's entire committee In Gay- 
ford on February 9; the union 
has since been invited to 
forward dates that its commit- 
tee can be available so that 
negotiations can continus. 

if your office has any ques- 
tion on this matter please be 
assured that the cooperative 
always has and _ still 
ready to negotiate with the 
union at any reasonable time 
and place. You may also be 
assured that management, with

Wood-Burning 
Stoves Back 


Home Again 


by Willard Bosserman 

County Extension Director 

That romantic wood-burn- 
ing stove of the little house 
on the prairie era is back 
home again, this time to 
help modern homeowners 
fight high fuel bills. 

For maximum comfort and 
safety, instatl and use the 
equipment properly, says 
Henry A. Huber, Forestry 
specialist at Michigan State 
University. 

First, make sure the stove 
is free of defects like cracks 
it should be instafled on a 
noncombustible hearih, at 
least three feet away from 
walls or other combustible 
materials in ail directions. 

The hearth should extend 
at least one foot beyond all 
sides of the stove except at 
the loading door, where the 
extension shouid ve 16- 
inches, A 24-incn clearance 
is required between walls 
and any part of the stove 
pipe to meet Underwriters 
Laboratory standards for 
proper installation. 

Check the stove chimney 
regularly for an accumula- 
tion of soot or creosote and 
clean it, if necessary. Clean 
the chimney at least once a

\f a fire does start in the 
chimney, dump a large am- 
cuni of ashes, sand or 
course salt in the stove's fire 
chamber to contain it and 
call the fire department. 

A smoke detector is a re- 
commended addition to any 
home with a wood-burning 
stove. However, the detector 
should not be placed too

First an inmate is incarcerated 
as punishment not for punish- 
ment. The punishment is being 
away from family and friends 
and not doing things in the 
normal every day way. If they 
want alt of the good things why 
didn’t they think of that before 
commiting the crime they are 
charged with. 

The Bay City Times, Feb. 13, 
1979, listed some complaints 
about no daily exercise area, 
sure there nice but from my 
experience you usually fave io 
force an inmate outside and 
then when he gets outside they 
just sit there and complain 
about it being to cold or to hot 
out. 

Contaminated foad Is quite 
ridiculous. If the food was 
contaminated it sure wouldn't 
be served to an inmate. There 
are county jails in California 
that their meals are TV dinners 
in which the inmate gets a TV 
Ginter and ihais aii, now that’s 
small portions. in an overseas 
jail the inmates get a egg 
sandwich for a meal. At least 
the meals in the jail here are 
cooked and put together not 
served in a TV dinner. The meals 
here are also served on trays, 
and if the food was contami- 
nated wouldn't the sheriff know 
about is since he eats the same 
food too? 

\'m very sure that if an inmate 
got injured that the Sheriff 
Dept. would call a doctor to give 
medical attention to the indivi- 
dual. Why does an inmate need 
a physical to be incarcerated if 
the individual is physicaly fit 
enough to commit a crime he 
sute is physicaly fit to lie in a 
cell and do nothing. Doesn't the 
judge recommend to the county 
if some one needs a mental 
exam? 

Legal advisors are very busy 
people, and because they have 
one client in jail doesn't mean 
that he can spend all of his time 
there, he probably has a few 
other clients also. Some indivi- 
duals wouldn't be pleased with 
ones counseling advice anyway 
and would want more until one 
tells him what he wants to hear.

it says. . 

The one item about a crime 
that has always astonished me 
is that the criminal always feels 
that he is mistreated and his 
family and friends feel that 
things are injust.

Counties Share 
~ Fuel-Tax Revenues 


Record numbers of cars 
and trucks traveling Michi- 
gan highways increased state 
fuel tax collections by 4.3 
percent in the last quarter of 
1978 (October-December), 
compared to the same period 
of 1977, the Michgian Trans- 
portation Commission re- 
ported today. 

Increases in vehicles and 
miles travedied pushed rev- 
enues from gas and diesel 
fuel taxes to $114,083,545, 
up by $4,737,713 from the 
final quarter of 1977. 

Weight tax (license plate) 
collections moved up by 25.6 


percent, the result of in- 
creases included in the 
package of transportation 


bills passed by the Legisla- 
ture in the fall. The new fees 
went into effect when 1979 
License plates went on sale 
Nov. 1. Fuel tax increases 
began Jan. 1. 

Weight taxes for the quar- 
ter totaled $36,458,789, com- 
pared with $29,038,044 in 
1977. 

Miscellaneous revenue and 
interest earned on highway 
user taxes totaled $4,804,330 
Revenues from ali souces 
added up to $155,346,666, a 
nine percent increase from 
1977. 

All the money goes into 
the Michigan Transportation 
Fund, which replaces the 
MotorVehicle Highway Fund. 
After deduction of 10,420,059 
for various grants and col- 
lection costs totaling $7.59 
million, the $144,926,069 
remaining will be distributed 
according to formula. 

The new Comprehensive 
Transportation Fund finan- 
cing public transportation 
and rail programs will receive 
$12,033,588, or 8.3 percent 
of the total. 

The State Trunkline (high- 
way) Fund will receive: 
$55,646,886 as its 38.4 per- 
ceni share. The 83 couniy 
road commissions will col- 
lect $49,769 642 as their 34.3 
portion while the 531 incor- 
porated cities and villages 
will receive $27,535,953 as 
their 19 percent share. 

Crawford County will re- 
ceive a total of $173,773, 
while neighboring counties 
like Kalkaska will net 
$206,666, Otsego, $113,190 
and Roscommon County, 
$217,558. The City of Gray- 
ling itself will receive $14,553
